SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


It may be sufficient to say that Mr. C. A. Wells employed 
Misses C. F. Emmons and Ll. M. Danfroth, two efficient teach- 
ers, who accomplished a good year’s work. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Mrs. Susan A. Roby employed Miss H. M. Gove for the 
only term. Under her instruction the school made good im- 
provement. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


No school. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Mr. F. Huntoon employed Miss C. M. Farnum for both. 
terms. A well-known teacher, who labored for the good of her 
pupils with good success. The closing examination showed a 
good understanding of what they had passed over during the 
two terms. 
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DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Mr. George A. Ford employed Miss I. A. Hubbard for 
both terms, but, owing to ill health, she gave up the second 
term, and he employed Miss B. M. Barber to finish out the 
school. With better attendance of the scholars their success 
would have been more apparent. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Mr. J. C. Webster employed Miss S. H. Sanborn for the 
first term. The prospect seemed to be in favor of a good 
school, but owing to sickness at home she gave up the school at 
the end of the fourth week. 

For the second term Miss F. A. Eaton. With less chronic 
erumbling and fault-finding and more encouragement, her school 
would have been more successful. For the third term Miss 
I. M. Danfroth, an active, energetic teacher, who had good 
success. 

DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Mr. T. Spear employed Miss F. A. Eaton for both terms 
- during which her past reputation was well maintained. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Mr. G. B. Jenness employed Miss N. F. Currier for both 
terms. An efficient teacher with a very quiet and orderly school, 
which gave good evidence of improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Mr. Noah P. Ford employed Miss C. A. Walker for both 
terms. A well-known teacher with a quiet, orderly school, who 
labored successfully for the improvement of her pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Mr. D. ©. Wiggins employed Miss K. E. Currier for both 
terms. This was her first attempt at teaching, and her success 
should encourage her to try again. 
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Our schools for the past year, as a rule, have been very 
successful; yet, in some of them there was a chance for more 
or less improvement. 

Two teachers taught for the first time; and, with more reg- 
ularity in the attendance of their pupils, they would have had 
better success. Parents should realize that the irregular and 
late attendance of their children is not only an injury to them, 
but to the whole school. Teachers can make but little improve- 
ment with their pupils absent half of the time, ifnot more, from 
school; and it is poor policy to grumble and complain of them 
when it is impossible for them to remedy the difficulty. 

Good order, quietness and attention to study has been the 
ruling principle in most of our schools. Parents should visit 
the schools, and encourage teachers and scholars more, if they 
wish them to be more successful, and not expect teachers to ac- 
complish what belongs to parental authority. 

The books, generally, are good. <A change in arithmetics, 
however, as soon as the law will allow, would give better satis- 
faction to both parents and teachers.
